Until January 


The proposed IQ-ineli header gas 


_ 


trict, will noi, be %ohstih»jted trail 
early in January, according to defl 
nite announcement made today by 
District Manager C. G. Spencer of 
the Southern. Counties Gas company 


Covina is being served on a low 


pressure ' distribution system which, 
is to some extent inadequate for the 
winter ''peak" months when the gas 
load is heaviest. The gas -company 
had accordingly made preparations 
to improve the service conditions in 
this section immediately. 


Covina merchants, realizing that 


such construction work on Citrus 
avenue from Covina boulevard to 
the city limits, would interfere with 
holiday sales, asked that the work 
be delayed untiL after the shopping 
The gas company, after a meeting 
with the local business men, in de- 
ference to their objections, decided 
to delay the improvement until Jan 
uary. 


The Southern Counties Gas com 


pany had made complete plans for 
starting the construction work on 
the new 3600 feet gas line imme 
diately and the pi,pe had been order 
ed and the money appropriated. 
As 


a result of the above conference 
with the Covina merchants along 
Citrus avenue, actual constructor 
work will be held over until aftc 
the holidays. 


That the state division of water

Charged with burglary, as the re- 


sult of an alleged breaking and en- 
tering of a toolhouse of the Walker 
Gravel company at Baldwin Park, 
Earl Needham and Glenn Lawhead, 
two Baldwin Park youths, were ar- 
raigned Wednesday before Justice 
of the Peace Durrell, sitting in place 
of Justice Tom Reed, and pleaded 
not guilty. Trial was set for Novem- 
ber 28 at 10 a.m. 


The arrests were made by officers 


from the burglary squad of the 
sheriff's office, who claim that the 
offense was committed on November 
4. Baldwin Park has been experi- 
encing an epidemic of burglaries in 
the past several weeks, according to 
these officers, and an investigation 
has been in progress in an attempt 
to break up an alleged gang that 
has been operating in that part of 
the valley, tho officers declare. 


Needham, who is a high school 


student, is declared to have said that 
he had no knowlege that he was 
engaged in a criminal act, as the 
two youths had been working at the 
plant, and he says he believed he 
had a right to enter the place.

These new water rights are based 
on the' assumption that the flood 
control dam will create "surplus" 
water that can be held, both in the 
flood control dam and in a dam be- 
low, and diverted from the canyon 
for domestic use. The cities apply- 
ing all assert that their need for do- 
mestic water is acute. 


COURT ACTION SEEN 


The action of the water companies, 


in 'withdrawing from the hearing 
this week, is interpreted to mean 
that in the event any new priorities 
are established by the state, the 
whole matter will be placed before 
courts of law for review and decis- 
ion. 
It is claimed that no surplus 


water exists in the -canyon; that 
all water has been filed on and allo- 
cated for 'a long period, and that the 
so-called surplus water that maybe 
conserved, by the flood control dam 
ife as yet non-existent, and if con- 
served in the future, will still be a 
part of the canyon flow that is held 
under appropriation.

grand as in the days of Nero or Jul- 
ius Caesar, and what a wonderful 
hangc he has wrought in the ap- 
>earance of his city! The streets 
ust as clean as Los Angeles, the 
>eople just as well dresseu, no beg- 
•ars, everyone at work, and every- 
no happy. None of the filth and 
loverty that was so evident when 
re were hero with the Botarians 
ix years ago, and no pickpockets 
ind thieves, for Mussolini put a stop 
o that by severe jail sentences and 
ther punishments. 
A friend of mine at 'Naples told 


lie her taxes had been increased by 
ive times what they were three 
/ears ago and she personally com- 
jlained to Mussolini that she could 
not pay such heavy taxes and make 
my profit. His reply was character- 
stic of his statesmanship: 
"You 


should not have any profit, madam, 
vhile we are going through this re- 
construction period. You are doing 
veil to make a living." 


We left Constantinople by Greek 


steamer for Brindisi, our first Italian 
)ort, 
and enroute we stopped at old 


Corinth and its wonderful ruins, and 
mssed through their wonderful ship 
anal, a miniature 
Panama five 


miles long, CO feet wide and walls 
straight up and down 200 feet on 
either side, a very remarkable piece 
of engineering and requiring only 
me hour to pass through, and mak- 
.ng our trip 160 miles shorter to 
Brindisi. 


We caught the first train' for Na- 


?les and arrived there at 9 p.m. the 
same evening. We passed through 
some fine agricultural country, cross- 
ing Italy from the Adriatic at Brin- 
disi to Naples on the Mediterranean. 
All very rough and stony, but some 
fine olive orchards, all terraced up 
on the hillsides and splendidly culti- 
vated. Also passed many wonderful 
vineyards, the vines purple with the 
lieavy crop of wine grapes which 
were being harvested in many plac- 
es. Also almond, peach, apple, pear, 
and prune orchards and in a few 
open valleys some big grain farms. 
Every available foot of land is 
made to produce something, and ev- 
eryone was at work. Here in Borne 
just now they are holding' a big 
agricultural fair and fiesta, celebrat 
ing the enormous crop of grain of 
this year. In speaking of celebra- 
tions, we arrived in Naples the day 
that a son and? heir was born to the 
great Mussolini and the town 
wild with joy in celebrating the 
event.

we had in 
Athens 


Greece, the seal of all that is gran 
in architecture. We were met at th 
dacks by C. C. Thurber, manager o 
the Near East Belief, formerly o 
Los Angeles and a friend of Mrs 
Henry and Colonel Wood at the Cali 
fornia Preparatory school.

Th 
only handicap is a shortage of wa 
tor, which will be remedied as suor 
as the new water system is complel 
ed. A British syndicate has just in 
stalled a first class electric stree 
railway system and a motor bus liu 
in connection with the street rai" 
ways. The motor busses are as fin 
as any we have in America.

Athens is growin 
fast and now haa over 1,250,00 
population, the Armenian refugee 
making the big increase. 


And now we are in Naples—N 


pies the beautiful, with the bay o 
the same name for a picture fram 
and the high hills and mountains a 
the back, and at the end of thes 
old Vesuvius smoking away just a 
hard as it has been doing the& 
thousands of years. Its top is ver 
much flattened off from what it wa 
a couple of years ago when my goo 
wife.was here, owing to the heavy 
eruptions of less thvn a year ago. 


Naples contains anuch of interest 


to the traveler and we were busy 
every day we were there and our 
regret was we could not stay here 
a month. The trees, fruits and flow- 
ers, as well as the climate, are so 
very much -like our dear California 
wo wanted to have more of it, but 
our time for departure for home is 
arriving and we siill have far to go. 
So we regretfully say goodbye to 
old Naples from our hotel window, 
looking out ou the wonderful bay, 
and take a tram, car for Pompeii to 
see the ruins of this fninuus old city 
buried by Vesuvius and her ashes. 
We saw the miles of streets and 
houses with many of the utensils and 


good condition as -they were 2000 
years ago. We did not let a heavy 
rain storm stop our tour of Pompeii 
tho hotel nearby 
we- forgot our 


drenching among the ruins. 


The next morning at 8 we were 


off on a motor bus for Amalfi, that 
join of a little city hanging on the 
sides _of the cliffs high up above tho 
Mediterranean, and stop at the hotel 
Luna, formerly a monastery. The 
same old .landlord is here and was 
very cordial in greeting us back to 
his hostelry. Our road from Pompeii 
to Arnnlfi was alongside the steep 
cliffs, sheer up above the sea, and 
all along were lovely villas with 
the steep hillsides terraced for gar- 
dens of Orange, lemon and 
olive 


trees and vineyards, all grown on 
trellis and making one green bank 
as far as the eye could reach 
A' 


laces the mountainside rose sheer 
p from tho sea over 2000 feet and 
le roadway was very narrow and 
ut out of solid rock, but with good 
eavy protecting wall on the side 
ext the sea. 
The 'chauffeur was 


killful and made all the sharp turns 
•ithout any accident. I even believe 
'Irv" Beynolds or Walter Herring 
ould get a thrill from a drive over 
iiis road. 
We got on another motor bus at 


Vmalfi and continued to Sorrento, 
rhere we arrived in time for a good 
inner and bed at the Hotel Eden, 
nd very well named. In the even- 
ng on the terrace of the hotel, in 
lie lovely moonlight among the Ital- 
au cypre'ss and palms, we saw the 
amous " Farrantella" danced by. 
wenty native men and girls in old' 
ancy costumes. A lovely dance and 
ovely music, with no suggestion in 
ither dance or music of our own 
'Charleston" or other jazz dances. 


The next, day we were up early to 


ake a steamer for the island of Cap- 
i and its famous blue grotto. To 
nter, we had to take a small row- 
ioat and wait for a low tide, but 
ts fame as a grotto is not exagger- 
ated. On our return to Naples we 
ncountered a severe squall and rain, 
vhich 
tossed 
our 
little 
steamer 


about like a cork and we all felt 
/cry thankful when we arrived on 
he dock at Naples in safety. We 
:aught a night train for Borne and 
irrived there about midnight. 


Our first point of interest in the 


Sternal City was the Vatican and 
3t. Peters, and being Sunday morn- 
ng, we attended the services there 
and heard some wonderful singing 
and 
renewed acquaintances 
with 


many of the rare paintings and sta- 
tues of this grand church, tho head 
of the wealthiest church in the 
world. In the afternoon we were 
fortunate enough, to secure permis- 
sion to visit the king's 
palace 


which he now occupies. It is by far 
the richest and mosV grandly fur- 
nished of any of tho palaces we 
have seen. We have also visited the 
national museum and its treasures 
are as fascinating as ever, and the 
old Forum is just as interesting as 
ever, and so is its nearby neighbor, 
the old Coliseum, the grandest build- 
ing of its kind the world has ever 
seen. 
Borne is full of red-blooded English- 


speaking Americans, the host of Le- 
gionaires doing Europe "on high" 
after their convention at Paris. We 
arc glad to see them and! they are 
certainly having a great time. 


Today we went out to Tivoli, some 


35 miles by the Appian Way, and 
once more we revel in the beauties 
of the old Villa. de Este and its 
riches of fountains, gardens and 
wonderful views. We also see the 
wonderful 
water 
falls, 
cataracts 


which furnish Borne with her water 
supply. 


We had a funny experience in a 


small hotel where we stopped for 
lunch. We tried French, Spanish and 
German on our waiter and could not 
make him understand a thing but 
soup. Finally, ns we were about 
ready to quit, he said, "Do you 
speak English?" This made us laugh 
and the rest was easy. He had lived 
four years in New York. 


Tomorrow at 7 a.m. we get a 


train for Florence..Italy is lovely at 
this time of the year and tho orch- 
ards and meadows are green, espec- 
ially the fields of alfalfa. We are 
becoming expert at juggling macar- 
oni and spaghetti, but are not yet 
able to eat the same quantity as the 
natives do. 


Our Botary friends, the Managtins 


of Louisiana, left us at Athens, tak- 
ing the train direct for Berlin from 
there, and we miss them very much 
as we have traveled with them over 
four months. Our good friend, Mrs. 
Mayer of Spokane, is still with ns 
and will continue on to London. We 
meet many Americans every day 
now. 
Europe has never before had 


such hordes of American tourists as 
this year has brought over.

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The Waters of San Gabriel Canyon— 


Hearings begun this week before the state division of 


water rights, on applications for water in the SHII Gabriel 
canyon are probably mere preliminaries to a long-drawn- 
out legal L-ontest which may spread over many years, if 
precedents in the state may be relied upon. Water lights 
have come to be known as virtually interminable. 


There isn't any water in the San Gabriel canyon sub- 


ject to appropriation at the present time. These new ap- 
plications are for surplus water, which may in the future 
be conserved by the flood control dam, and it is difficult to 
see how any court or referee can take into consideration 
anything- so hypothetical and non-existent. It is difficult 
to sec how even a provisional priority can be established. 
The stream belongs to the present users, who''have used it. 
continuously, and at all times could have used more if it 
had been conserved or developed. 


When the San Gabriel dam is built, there may be years 


when some surface water will be held behind the dam,, but 
there, certainly will be years when there will be no water 
to hold in that fashion, if we take the chart of annual dis- 
charge from the canyon as a guide. 


The San Gabriel valley can put to beneficial use 


every drop of water that originates in that canyon. There 
has been an enormous amount of misinformation spread 
concerning the stream How in this canyon. Municipalities 
lying outside of. the San Gabriel basin have been sold a lot 
of worthless hydrographic engineering data in past years, 
and there has been a great deal of guessing, and the build- 
ing of hopes upon guesses, when at all times the true data 
lias been available and understandable to any pei'son who 
would apply himself to the problem. 


"Surplus" water, or that which has wasted into the 


sea during storm periods, will be largely conserved by the 
big dam. But not behind the dam on the surface. 
The 


San Gabriel valley users of water not only have registered 
priority to this water, on the surface or underground, but 
they have every moral right to it. It is not reasonable to 
suppose that any official body, court or referee, can disturb 
the present rights to the normal surface flow, now divided 
into something like nine pails, and diverted to use by irri- 
gation and domestic companies in the. valley.', This is not 
supposed to be a--question in issue. But when it cbmes~to 
a question of this hypothetical surplus produced by the 
dam—how about the hundreds of deep wells that must be 
supplied, the owners of which have a right to prevent any 
lowering of the water level by diversion of water outside 
of the basin? 


The plan of the conservation feature of the San Gabriel 


dam is to retard the storm water long enough to send it 
down in small quantities, to sink into the great river cone, 
instead of rushing on to the sea. This is the only plan 
that is feasible, practicable or advisable. There is no plan 
to hold water behind the dam in great quantities, unless 
and until the gravels have been saturated. That water 
which is arrested by the dam must eventually find its way 
to the underground basins of the valley, and'as quickly a's 
the process of absorption will allow. 


If legal precedent is to be counted for anything, and if 


stream priorities mean any tiling, which they do, it would 
seem that the stream flow, great or small, artificially con- 
served_or otherwise, belongs to the holders of the existing 
priorities, so long as those holders make use of it. or stand 
ready to make use of it. 


Communities have always been governed in size by the 


amount of water that, can lie developed, with which to 
serve- the needs of that community. In the east and mid- 
west, of the I'nited States, water has always been present 
greatly in excess nf the- needs of most ci.iinmmities, and 
there is no irrigation probk-iii rmnparable to the conditions 
of arid and semi-arid areas. 
\V\\- York city <roes to the 


Catskills for its great supply. ,snd presumably injures no 
community by so doing. 
Los Angeles bought water-bear- 


ing lands outright in the Ow.-ns valley to augment its flow 
from the high Sierras:. 
^ 
« 


But in the questions pending before the present hearing 


there is no question of the purchase of water-hearing lands', 
or the purchase of water, but the question of the dfve.rsion 
of water out of the basin by the establishment of a state 
priority. 
This would mean that the water would leave the 


valley, and not return. And the basis of these applications 
is that of the assumed development of "surplus" water 


a surplus which has not yet been developed, .and which, if 
all data is to be believed, will never be'developed. Addi- 
tional water will be conserved ;by the dam, it is true, but 
not on the surface, and not in any such quantities as propa- 
ganda has led many to believe. 
• 


If the San Gabriel valley -underground basin should 


become thoroughly saturated to the surface point, or to 
such a point as would render it undesirable to spread and 
sink more of the -supply fr^om the^^^on—and if, .when 
this condition had arrived, there was still an amount of 
water behind the dam, this water'remaining.'under arrest 
might be termed surplus water. But it would not consti- 
tute anything like a permanent domestic supply for any 
municipality. It would be there in an exceptional year, 
and would at all.times*be. .subject to very heavy inroads 
from evaporation. No city can predicate its expansion on 
such a will-o'-the-wisp as this kind of a water supply would 
constitute. 


Conscientious engineers have done their'best to show 


the actual facts. But municipal politics have seriously be- 
clouded these facts, and may lead to costly and lengthy 
litigation, which leads to nowhere. 


'Hub of the Valley"— 


Baldwin Park is definitely approaching the question 


of incorporation as a sixth class city, and seemingly, with a 
preponderance of opinion in favor of it. 


Fortune has favored this community. • There have al- 


ways been stalwart characters among its citizens to carry 
on the struggle /through the pioneering days, and the pre- 
dictions made by some of those early residents, although, 
bringing a smile at one time, have more than come true. 
The community has nearly 5,000 people within the school 
area. 
There is more building activity than in any other 


community in the upper valley. Its bank is steadily ap- 
proaching the million dollar mark, and without question 
will reach it within six mouths. 


Baldwin Park has held away from the incorporation 


idea, when other communities, far smaller, have incorpor- 
ated^ Baldwin, Park has gone ahead with the street and 
lighting improvements, and has authorized the expenditure 
for a big park—all in advance of incorporation, and will 
have an argument with force when1 it comes to putting the 
incorporation matter to a vote. The San Gabriel valley 


- will welcome Baldwin Park as its newest city with the 


assurance that it is to grow rapidly, and that it will make, 
good its claim of being "The Hub of the San Gabriel Val- 
ley." 


Blind Corners— 
' 


Here and there blind corners are being eliminated in 


this valley by the rapidly-increasing number of filling sta- 
tions. Although a service to the public not contemplated, 
it is a distinct service, nevertheless. 


The hundreds of intersections over the1 valley where the 


orange or walnut trees completely obscure the view are 
a greater menace today than in the past. Roads that for- 
merly had but a nominal local travel are in a fair way to 
become boulevards, with a heavy stream of traffic. 
The 


service station^eonies as a godsend at such corners, widen- 
ing the view and decreasing the danger. 


Incidentally, valley residents are coming to realize that 


the old and careless methods of driving on what used to 
be by-ways and back streets must become a thing of the 
past. Death lurks at every intersection, as has\been dem> 
onstrated all too clearly, especially in.the pi'at few'month's.. 
Great Flood Control Dams 


Visited by London Editor

From Pacoima we went to Sawpit

,his and- hearing the well-nigh in-

;hero are mile upon mile of river 
bank to be buttressed with wire-.and- 
j'ock mattresses or by some other 
means, and minor defensive measures 
to be cared for past all reckoning. 


It was curious to stand still in the 


pouring rain, far iip in the San Qa- 
oriel canyon on a spot in the dry riv- 
er bed that will one day be the cen- 
ter of a wall of concrete 400 feet 
thick. Larger than the, great English 
dam at Assouan, Egypt, larger by far 
than the Kenisco dam in. New '.York 
state (which I found infinitely im- 
pressive when I saw it three weeks 
ago) the colossal concrete dam will 
be a new wonder of the world. A 
vast lake will bo created in the 
mountains by its 'creation and it will 
save the San Gabriel valley from the 
floods that have devastated it in 
the past. 


COMPLICATED INDUSTRY 


The "only" in -the case is, as I 


gather it, has been experienced once 
or twice before in the history of the 
United States, local politics. Into 
;he "high 'dam" and "low dam" 
ontroversy, which has resulted in 
;here being up to the present no dam 
at all,, I am not qualified to enter. 
But talking over the matter by the 
lour with men who have studied the 
problem for months on 'end, one can- 
not help forming two definite im- 
pressions. The first is that thousands 
of people must be" discussing and 
sven voting on the question without 
;he slightest comprehension of the 
nfmitely complex problems involved; 
and the second, that the disagree- 
ment of the experts regarding the re- 
spective costs of the two rival 
schemes would seem to show that the 
lubfic is asking too much when it 
lemands accurate cost estimates be- 
fore any work is commenced. 


SUGGESTIONS OFFERED 


A? far as the latter point is con- 


cerned, one simple suggestion pre- 
sents itself. 
Anything, one would 


say, is better than the present stag- 
nation. Why should not excavation 
of a sufficient area to form the base 
of the high dam be commenced ? 
Before this preliminary work is com- 
pleted, the experts jhould be able 
to lay down within a relatively small 
.margin of error the cost of the 
whole. 


If, then, the high dam is to be con- 


structed,- all will be well; if the low
